The dormitory 
for women was completed in Septem- 
ber in time for occupancy by students 
entering in the fall. The quarters of 
the art department were transferred 
from White Hall to the new building 
on Winslow street, giving the depart- 
ment a better arranged series of 
rooms for instruction purposes. In 
February the Stock Judging Pavilion 
was destroyed by fire and plans have 
been made and construction now start- 
ed to erect a somewhat larger build- 
ing and to build it of brick so that it 
will be more enduring.

Appropriation Is Small 

The university suffered a consider- 
able disappointment in the failure of 
the Legislature to make adequate ap- 
propriations for the erection of very 
much needed buildings.

This law has been 
attacked in the courts and the results 
that may come from the suit are 
awaited with a good deal of anxiety.

Thr 
university devotes fully MM half of 
its income to the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station und agricultural iiml ruc- 
tion. In other words, one ball' of all 
that the university receives from ev- 
ery source is used for the advancement 
of agriculture in Kentucky and the ad- 
ministration of this work is a matter 
of the very greatest importance and 
it has been done conscientiously and 
effectively.
